Accordingly, reconsideration and allowance of the present application are respectfiiUy 
requested. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The Office Action states that claims 4-6, 12, 15 and 27 are objected to but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form.

Claims 1, 10, 13, 25 have been amended to recite the subject matter of original claims 4, 
12, 15 and 27, respectively, in independent form. Claims 13 and 25 have been fiirther amended 
to correct a typo in claims 15 and 27, respectively, and to delete the recitation "adapted to".

form. 

Claim Obiections 

The Office Action objects to claims 13-14 and 25-26 because of informalities. 
Claims 13-14 and 25-26 have been amended.

The Office Action rejects claims 1, 7-9, 10, 13 and 28 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 7,236,491 (Tsao et al.) in view of U.S. Patent Application 
Publication No. 2003/0204653 (Katayama et al.). 

The Office Action rejects claim 25 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
U.S. Patent Application Publication No. 2004/0213235 (Marshall et al.) in view of U.S. Patent 
Application Publication No. 2003/0204653 (Katayama et al.). 

Reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejections are respectfully requested. 

Claim 1
